DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 1926441, 
cited by Applicant. 

The DE '441 patent publication discloses a crop divider (3) for a harvesting assembly. 
The crop divider is provided with a deflector that is mounted to the harvesting assembly by a 
pivot link having a pivot axis (6). The deflector is pivoted about the pivot axis from an operating 
position (Fig. 2) to a transport position (Fig 1). The deflector is locked in the operating position 
by an arresting element (Fig. 5, 15) having a locking position. When the element is in the 
locking position, the arresting element encloses and locks the pivot link on both sides of the 
pivot axis (6) (i.e., the element (15) is on both sides (left and right) of a line extending parallel to 
the tubes (2) and (3) and intersecting the axis of the pivot link). 

Regarding claims 2-8: The pivot link is mounted on a first (2) and second (3) tube. The 
arresting element (15) is slidably positioned on the tubes. The arresting element (15) is biased 
by a spring (18) into the locking position. The arresting element also locks the pivot link in the 
transport position (Fig. 6). The arresting element extends into a recess (14).
